In Flanders, | 


(By the Assoctatea Press.) 

The allied defense on the. Flan- 
ders front to the southwest of 
Ypres has again been tested by 
the Germans and has been found 
adequate. Two divisions of Teu- 
ton troops were employed on a rel- 
atively short front and were sent 


rific artillery fire. | 
The front chosen for the attack 
extended from the village of La 
Clytte to Voormezeele, but the 
center of the assault seems to have 
been at Vierstraat, a hamlet north- 
east of Kemmel hill. _ 
Stopped on Flanks. 
The flanks of the German at- 
tacking line were stopped short by 
fire from the French and British 


In the center, however, the Ger- 
mans made quite a serious dent in 
the allied line. Wednesday night, 
however, the allies drove forward 
in a counter attack and the latest 
reports from Field Marshal Haig 
are to the effect that the line has 
been re-established. The Germans 
are reported to have lost very 
heavily during the fighting. 
Larger Drive Thwarted. 

Reports received late last night 
indicated the Germans had 
planned to attack with five divi- 
sions, nearly 75,000 men, but the 
terrific artillery fire of the French 
and British aborted the assault of 
all except two divisions. 

Gen. Haig also reports two oth- 
er small engagements on the Pi- 
cardy fields to the south. The Ger- 


‘mans attacked near Albert and 


made small gains on a 150 yard 
front. | | 

At Bouzincourt the enemy also 
delivered a minor assault, but was 
completely repulsed.

“He was home on a furlough,” she 
said. “We accompanied him toe the 
train yesterday. At the station we met 
Miss Goff. She insisted on accompany- 
ing John on the train. We tried to dis- 
suade her. We even told her he was 
married and that he had six children 
in Texas. She bought a ticket anyway 
and got aboard the train. They were 
in separate cars. We heard nothing 
more of it until today, when word 
came that Miss Goff had died on the 
train.” | 
- The mother received a telegram last 
night from the chief of police of St. 
Louis which read: 

“Miss Goff died as a result of a 
stroke of cerebral apoplexy.” 


Somewhat Different Story. 

The mother of Miss Goff, Mrs. John 
McCarthy, who lives at 2656 Wilcox 
avenue, declared last night that Gur- 
rell had paid her daughter’s railroad 
fare and that “he shouldn’, have let 
her go on the train with him.” A for- 
mer boarder at the McCarthy home, 
Frank Kijair, had introduced Margaret 
to Gurrell, Mrs. McCarthy said. Klair 
is now boarding at the Gurrell home. 

“They met about two weeks ago,” 
dhe said, “ when Gurrell came home on 
a furlough. Margaret had him down to 
the apartment once. I think he should 
at least have notified us of her death. 
We received no word from him. Our 
only information came yesterday after- 
noon from a St. Louis hospital in a 
telegram that she had died.”

GIRL SLAIN BY

CHANGES NAME TO 
LINCOLN CLUB 


Noted Orwebisation 
Acts to Make Loyal- 


Patriotic Americans: become ac- 
quainted with the Chieago Lincoln 
club! No longer does the handsome 
clubhouse at North Clark street and 
Germania place bear the name “ Ger- 
mania club.” It is now named after 


_ | the martyred president, at whose bier 


its members sang a requiem in the 
German tongue and at the news of 
whose assassination it was organized— 
originally as a singing society. 

At the annual meeting of the club, 


j held last night, the change was effect- 


ed by a unanimous vote. The occasion 
of the meeting was principally to in- 
stall officers for the year, elected dur- 
ing the day. After the new officers 
were inducted into office a resolution 
of the retiring board of directors, rec- 
ommending the change in the name of 
the club, was read. It was unanimous- 


lly adopted by viva voce vote. 


Cites Club’s Patriotism. 

The newly elected president, Ernest 
J. Kreutgen, former member of the 
school board, then made a brief ad- 
dress, picturing the loyalty of Amer- 
icans of German blood, their duty to 
the nation, and the reasons actuating 
the change of name. He told how the 
club was born with the news of Lin- 
coln’s assaseination, as the Germania 
Maennerchor, to do honor to the mar- 
tyr. 

“But what is a name,” said Mr. 
Kreutgen, “ unless we prove ourselves 
worthy of it by adhering to the high 
ideals and principles of the man whose 
name we adopt, proving again and 
again true, loyal Americans?” 

Mr. Kreutgen told the story of his 
life and early struggles, which, he said, 
was merely the repetition of the story 
of every other German born member of 
the club, to illustrate how bountiful to 
men of his class this nation had been.

the meeting was held, formerly stood 
a portrait of Bismarck signing the 
peace treaty of 1871 with France.

“There was no doubt in the mind of 


any one that we would have to elke 
over that part of’the line from Gen. 
Antoine's positions, and how far be- 
yond that and what further extension 
should be made was a. matter bas, cy 
was in doubt! | 


Gen. Robertson’s Plan. i. 


‘tI give here the principle which was 
laid down by Gen. Sir William Robert- 
gon and accepted by the cabinet. 

“We accepted in principle that there 
must be an extension of the British 


time and the extent must be left to 
the two commanders in chief to set- 
tle together-—that no extension was 
possible until the offensive was over 
and that the lime to be taken over 
must depend upon the military policy 
for 1918, and upon the role assigned 
to each army. 

“These were perfectly sound prin- 
ciples and the cabinet accepted them 
without any demur. I say without hes- 
itation that the cabinet never swerved 
an iota from the principle laid down 
by Sir William Robertson at that time. 


Did Not Override Haig. 


“Field Marshal Haig was under 
impression that the cabinet had of a 
a decision without his consent. The 
chief of the imperial staff thereupon 
sent the following memorandum to the} 
war cabinet. I will read it, but first, 
with reference to the Boulogne con- 
ference I may ‘perhaps say that was 
the first time we had a discussion with 
the French ministers. The subject of 
discussion was a rather important for- 
eign question. The conference was not 
summoned In the least to discuss the 
extension of the lines. We never knew 
that question was to be raised. Sir 
William Robertson and I represented 
the British government and M. Pain- 
leve, the prime minister, and Gen. Foch 
represented the French government, 
“When Sir William Robertson dis- 
covered that Field Marshal Haig was 
under the impression that we had come 
to a decision without his consent he 
sent the war cabinet a memorandiins 
in which he says: 

“*At the recent Boulogne coultet 
ence the question of extending our 
front was raised by the French repre- 
sentatives. The reply given was that 
while in principle we were, of course, 
ready to do whatever could be done 
the matter was one which could not 
be discussed in the absence of Sir 
Douglas Haig or during the continu- 
ance of the present operations and 
that due regard must also be had to 
the plan of operations for next year. | 

Urges Arrangement with Petain. 

“*It was. suggested that it would be 
best for the field marshal to come to 
an arrangement with Gen. Petain 
when this could be done. So far as I 
am aware ‘no formal discussion has 
taken place and the matter_cannot be 
regarded as decided. Further, I feel 
sure that the war cabinet would not 
think of deciding such a question with- 
out first obtaining Sir Douglas Haig’s 
views. I am replying to him in the 
above sense.’ 

“That, I think, was on Oct. 19. “The 
war cabinet fully approved of the com- 
munication. 

“Sir Douglas Haig. communicated 
and said that it threw a new light on 
the Boulogne position. I think wé have 
a right to complain of the way in which 
it has been rumored about that Sir 
Douglas Haig protested. 


Further Pressure by Wiencii: 


“The fact that Sir William Robert- 
son had explained and that Sir Douglas 
Haig had stated that explanation 
threw a new light on the matter has 
never been repeated. That is how mis- 
chief is done. 

“On Oct. 24 this question was first 
formally discussed by the war cabinet. 
There was further pressure from the 
French government and Sir William 
Robertson gave his views as to the 
time which the Brittsh government 
eught to take and this conclusion is 
recorded in the — of the war 
cabinet as follows: 

“*The war cabinet approves of the 
suggestion of the chief of the imperial 
staff that he should reply to Field Mar- 
shal Douglas Haig in the sense that 
the war cabinet is of opinion that in 
deciding to what extent British troops 
can take over the line from the French 
regard must be had to the necessity of 
giving them reasonable opportunity 
for leave, rest and training during 
the winter months and to plan for 
operations next year, and further, 
while the present offensive continues, 
it will not be possible to commence 
taking over more of the line under 
these circumstances. The war cabi- 
net fears that until this policy is set- 
tled it will be premature to decide] 
finally whether the British front is to 
be extended by four divisions or to a 
greater or lesser extent.’ 

“That resolution was communicated 
to Sir Douglas Halg by Sir William 
Robertson, and we never wag pines 
from it. ' | 

Balked by Italian Disaster. 

“After that came the Cambrai in- 
cident and the Italian disaster, which 
necessitated our sending troops to 
Italy. That made it difficult for the 
field marshal to carry out the promise 


extension of the front. There was 
present the French prime minister, and 
he is not a very easy gentleman to re- 
fuse. He was very insistent that the 
British army should take over the line. 
We stood by the position that that was 
a matter to be discussed by the two 
commanders in. chief. - We never 
swerved from that position. | 
“At last M. Clemenceau suggested 
that the question should be discussed 


by the military ici citialeved at Ver- 
sailles and that the Versailles council 
should decide if there was any differ- 
ence of opinion. The military repre- 
sentatives discussed.the question, and 
the only interference of the war eabi- 
net was to the extent that we commu- 
nicated with the chief of staff, who was 
then in France, and with Sir Douglas 
Haig to urge on them the importance 
of preparing their case for the other 
side so as to make the.strongest possi- 
ble case for the British view. 

“The military representatives at 
Versailles suggested a compromise, but 
coupled with it recommendations as to 
the steps which ought to be taken by 
the French army to assist the Britis’ 
if they were attacked and by the Brit- 
ish to assist the EKrench if-they were 
attacked, which was even a more im- 
portant question than the extension of 
the front. 

Council ‘Too Late, — 

2 That recommendation came up for 
discussion at the Versailles council of 
Feb. 1. Before that meeting Sir Doug- 
las Haig and Gen. Petain met and en- 
tered into an agreement as to the ex- 
tension of the front. Sir Douglas Haig 
reorted that to the Versailles council 
when the discussion took place. There 
was no further extension of ‘the line 
at all as a result of the discussion. 

“That is the whole story. I want to 
make it perfectly clear that in the 
action Sir Douglas Haig took for the 
extension of the line he had the full 
approval of the British cabinet. Hav- 
ing regard to the pressure of the 
French government. and the military 
authorities, Sir Douglas Haig had no 
option except to make the extension. 
He was, in our judgment, absolutely 
right in the course he took. Naturally 
he would have preferred not to have 


done it, but the British government/ 


fully approved of the action he took. 
“I am not sorry this opportunity 
has been given to read out the actual 
conclusions of the war cabinet in or- 
der to disperse once and for all ru- 
mors which have been circulated by 
men who for one reason or another 
do not like the present chief of staff 
or the present chief of the British 
ministry. 
Lesson of the Rampub. 
“The real lesson of the discussion 
a the importance of unity of com- 
mand. The discussion woulil never 
have arisen if you had had that. In- 
stead of One army and one commander 
responsible for one part of the line 
and another army and another com- 
} mander responsible for another part 
of the line we have one united com- 
mand responsible for the whole and 
every part. It was the only method 
‘of safety and I am glad we have it 
at last. It was not so much a ques. 
tion of the length of the line held by 
one force or the length held. by an- 
other; it was a question of the ‘reserves 
massed behind the line. a 


Bad for Discipline. _ 

“ Before I sit down there 
two general considerations ri should 
like to mention. The first is the effect 
that-.such action as that of Gen. Mau- 
rice must have upon discipline, It was 
a flagrant breach of army discipline. 
My right honorable friend opposite ad- 
mitted it, and I wish he had depre- 
cated it. He was responsible for the

_ If Discipline Were Lost. 
“Suppose a regimental officer or an 


ordinary soldier did a.thing like this?. 


After all, they have their own views 
about their superiors. Sometimes they 
are right and sometimes they are 
wrong; but they disagree. 

“As to the wisdom of certain actions 
a soldier might even challenge the ac- 
curacy of statements made by his su- 
periors. -He might also write to papers 
and say ‘grave statements have been 
made by my superiors, and it is my 
duty, not as soldier but as citizen, to 
say so. It is my duty, because I am 
Democrat and because my grandfather 
was Democrat.

Lenine Must Fall or 
Obey New Power, 
F renchman Says.

STOCKHOLM, May 9.—In spite of 
the fact that the Bolshevik government 
just now is printing daily thirty-six 
pounds, avoirdupois, of bank notes, 
with a face value of 120,000,000 rubles, 
it is unable to pay all its bills. 

After six months’ study of the Bol. 
shevik government a French economist 
declares: 

“Bolshevism is not soctalistio, but a 
caricature of socialism. It has anni- 
hilated the Russian | _ Workers’ move- 
ment. 

“The workers sail turned their 
backs on the Bolshevists and are now 
either anarchists or Minimalists, and 
are intermingling with the peasants. 


New Peasant Aristocracy. 

“The follow Lenine’s watchword, 
»‘Plunder from the Plunderers,’ which 
Lenine has corrupted from Karl Marx’s 
‘Expropriate the Expropriators.’ The 
consequence is chaotic conditions. 

“Never has the desire for private 
property been so strong as now. A new 
peasant bourgeoisie is forming and will 
soon demand quiet and order. Lenine 
faces two alternatives: Either he will 
fall or become the policeman of the new 
peasant ‘bourgeoisie. J 

“ As to Russia’s trouble from the out- 
side, if there is any real center for re- 
sistance to that pressure it is in Si-

Instructor on Dig- 
ging In. 


Camp Grant, May 9.—[Spectal.]—Se- 
lective soldiers learned fleld protection 
against the Hun today under the ex- 
pert direction of Capt. Robert Payen, 
whose education in the art was won 
on the western front. 

Gen. Martin at the head of his fleld 
and staff officers galloped through the 
mud of the maneuvering field to take 
jhis station on “observation hill” as 
picked men from his infantry scat- 
tered over the field in extended order. 
Infantrymeh Were sent against a hid- 
den German position located at a point 
more than a mile distant from the line 
of departure, ' The attack went well 
for the first 200 yards until &4n enemy 
patrol was sighted creeping through 
the stubble of a hillside half a mile 
south of the American advance, and 
at the same instant American observ- 
ers reported that the enemy was 
strongly intrenched immediately ahead. 


Not Dug in Deep Enough. 

The order to dig in was flashed 
down the attacking line and intrench- 
ing tools were rushed to the advance 
while rifles were laid aside and the men 
began intrenching frantically to avoid 
German machine gun fire. Auto- 
matic riflemen constructed deep pits 
shaped to hold their death dealing 
weapons and at the same time protect 
them from Hun riflemen and airplanes. 

Bombers constructed their pits with 
a view to allow observation of the field 
in front while riflemen dug their pro- 
tections to conceal their fire. In less 
than fifteen minutes the atackers were 
dug in and officers began the long 
round of inspection and criticism. 

French protests filled the air when 
the allied advisors inspected the first 
defense excavation.

Payne, and kicked thé shallow auto- 
matic rifle hole with contempt.

Faces Trial for Life Calm- 


yy, but Is in Terror 
of Rodent.

A mouse, she told her attorneys, 
made the night hideous in her cell. It 
kept her in a frantic state and con- 
jured up fh her mind pictures of such 
terror that she almost lost courage in 
her effort to meet her trial and fate 
calmly. ea 

“It seems trivial now,” she told her 
attorneys today. “And Iam all through 
with fears of the future. I have 
strength and new resolution. You need 
not fear any attempt of mine on my 
life. I promise I shall take care of 


Complained to Sheriff. 

Then it came out that Mise Lusk, ig- 
nored in her cell by Dr. David Rob- 
erts, former state veterinarian and 
breeder of fancy stock, for whose love 
she claims she slew Mrs. Roberts, has 
been living in a state of fancied horror. 
Recently she complained to the sheriff 
that her cell was not well kept. 

She is not confined in the jail proper, 
but in a modern room in the upper por- 
tion of the sheriffs quarters, Under 
the Wisconsin law a prisoner may com- 
plain to the state board of control and 
demand an investigation of prison con- 
ditions.

Shelled lima beans have the great- 
est food value of all fresh vegetabies, 
while dried beans have a protein con- 

etent of 22% per cent, as compared

Third—aAli types of beans are highly 
profitable, navy and lima beans at 
their present price in particular, 
though they ceme nearer te growing 
themselves than any vegetable. Soy 
beans are perhaps the mest yaluable 
of all plants, preducing pork 
more cheaply than grain end serving 
to lower the cost of milk production 
by using them as green feed or en- 
silage. 

Fourth, practically any soil will 
grow them: “ Too poor to grow beans,” 
is proverbially poor soll, indeed.

There aré now two 
units of about fifty women each in 
France, one at Vic-8ur-Aisne, where 
soldiers wounded in the last drive 
have been treated, and the other at 
Mont de Marson, where 3,000 from the 
newly invaded territory have been 
cared for, 

“There is still some prejudice 

against the women doctors, but it is 
being overcome. At first they were 
used merely as nurses. These scien- 
tific women, capable of performing the 
most delicate surgical operations, were 
asked to make beds and bandage 
wounds. They did it and then came 
the call for skilled service to which 
they had been trained. They performed 
that service, too, and are expecting to 
do still more.” , 
The necessary buildings for the hos- 
pitals have been given by the French 
government, which has gladly accepted 
the services of the women doctors. The} 
equipment has been donated by the 
American Red Cross. 
A bulletin issued by Mrs. James W. 
Morrisson and Mrs. William G. Hib- 
bard of the Chicago committee states 
that this is the first large opportunity 
offered women with medical training 
to render service abroad.
